In his address to the 135 eighth 
year graduates this afternoon at the 
Graham 
Annex 
Auditorium, 
Dr. 
Lewis J. Rettger of the State Normal 
at Terre Haute urged them to con­ 
tinue their work next year in a high 
school 
and 
if possible 
obtain 
a 
college education. 
The 
auditorium 
was crowded for the educational day 
exercises. 
Dr. Rettger stated at the start of 
his address that a commencement is 
not made up of the music and 
the 
speaker, but of the hopes and tears 
of the parents and the aspirations 
of their 
teachers 
that 
they 
he a 
success in life. 
He said that the av­ 
erage parent did not attend a com­ 
mencement exercise to hear the ad ­ 
dress but to see their children. 
In a 
recent invitation 
to deliver 
a class 
address he said the 
superintendent 
was kind 
enough to invite him 
to 
talk 30 minutes while the audience 
looked at 
the 
class. 
“He was 
so 
truthful,” said Dr. Rettger, “that 
I 
accepted the invitation. 
“I do not consider this an address 
to the graduates of the eighth grade, 
but rather a talk to tire future men 
and women of this community. These 
young people will take their places 
in the life of this community or some 
other and if I can offer some advice, 
all well and good. 
Or if the teach­ 
ers have failed 
perhaps 
their les­ 
son will be carried forward to 
the 
next generation. You know’ you can­ 
not have a better school in your dis­ 
trict than the patrons demand.” 
Continuing he said in p a r t: “Some 
time ago a man 
wrote me 
asking 
what I considered the best disinfec 
ta n t in the world. 
I wrote back and 
told him a college education. I would 
rather live in a town in which there 
were 100 college graduates 
and no 
policeman than 
in a 
town 
of 100 
policemen and no college graduates. 
I believe 
in 
preparedness, 
that 
question which you hear greatly dis­ 
cussed these days. But I am for edu 
cational preparedness 
first. 
When 
we have perfect 
preparedness 
we 
will be made up of educated men. 
T 
often wonder why men 
would deny 
their children an education simply to 
accu m u la te 
more 
land 
and more 
money. 
The 
money they leave 
to 
their sons, who often become worth­ 
less largely through the fact 
that 
they have the money, 
it is 
better 
that we all go through the big uni­ 
versity called 
‘the 
University 
of 
Hard Knocks’ 
which 
has 
for 
its 
colors ‘black and blue.’ 


“In Indiana we have been through 
four hard fights 
in the educational 
line. 
The first was some years ago 
to get the pupils to graduate from 
the eighth grade. 
The second was 
to get a compulsory 
education 
law 
and the third to get these pupils a f­ 
ter they had 
graduated 
from 
the 
eighth grade to go on to high school 
The last fight is to get them into eol 


lege. 
All of these 
have 
been long 


and hard struggles. 
Many teachers 


have started high schools when their 


patrons did not demand it but in the 


end 
succeed, 
because 
the patrons 


finally see the teachers are right.”

Fire Hose company appeared before 
the council and succeeded in getting 
a contract for 1,000 feet of hose at 
90 cents a foot, 
this is the price 
the council 
has paid 
for 
several 
years and it was pointed out to the 
council that the price was going to 
increase within ten days. 
The preliminary assessment 
role 
for 
the sidewalk improvement in 
North Willow street was adopted and 
July 4 was set as the time for hear­ 
ing remonstrances. 
Last night was 
the time set for hearing remonstr­ 
ances against the cost of the 
im­ 
provements in Eleventh and Twelfth 
streets but no one appeared and the 
role was adopted. 
The plans and specifications for 
the sidewalk improvement 
in 
E ast 
Fifth street were adopted and July 4 
set as the time for . hearing remon­ 
strances.

“bravest and wisest 
leader 
of the 
| people in our time, the foremost pri­ 
vate citizen of the world.” 
“We have listened to the wrangl­ 
ing voices of the 
narrow 
groups,” 
said Robins. 
‘‘W hat we wTant is the 
nation’s favorite son, not the favor­ 
ite son of any state.” 
Declaring that 
“ we should speak 
plainly to our brothers in spirit es 
pecially 
in the Republican 
party, 
Robins asked for unity 
on Ameri 
canism and 
warned 
“those of 
an 
easy and accomodating political vir- 
ture that will not surrender princi­ 
ple or make unworthy compromise 
to gain a meaningless

Presidents met must be met again 
by the next Republican President. 
There was much applause when Mr. 
W atson said: “We must rally arount 
the party and not the individual.” 
The Republican 
party 
is now 
the 
party of the same great principles as 
it was in former years, he said, anc 
the wise platform, which the present 
convention will adopt, will be great 
enough for Republicans to rally to 
no difference who 
might 
be 
the 
nominee.

Chicago, June 7.—Delivering the 
keynote 
address of the 
Republican 
national convention here today, Sen­ 
ator W arren G. Harding of Marion, 
Ohio, spoke in part as follows : 
“ It is good to greet this represen­ 
tative body of that American Repub­ 
licanism on which is centered the 
high hopes of the republic. I can be­ 
lieve—nay, I know— that a vast m a­ 
jority of the people of our United 
States is expecting the party spon­ 
sors here assembled to write anew 
the sacred covenant of Republican­ 
ism, and reconsecrate the party to 
the notion’s service and the people’s 
advancement. 
That same majority 
expects 
you to select a 
standard- 
bearer who shall not only typify our 
expression of faith, but shall so en­ 
list the confidence and trust of our 
American citizenship that tlie work 
of the convention will he confirmed 
overwhelmingly at the ballot-box next 
November* 
“ The country, wearied afresh by a 
disappointing and distressing Dém­ 
ocratie administration, is calling for 
Republican relief, and there is every 
inspiration, every encouragement, ev­ 
ery confidence that the light of Re­ 
publican conscience, set aflame in 
this 
convention, will 
illumine the 
way to the country’s restoration. 
“We did not do very well in m ak­ 
ing for harmony the last time we 
met. 
The country has regretted, let 
us forget— and make amends to our 
country. 
We did not divide over 
fundamental principles, we did not 
disagree over a national policy. 
W e 
split over methods of party proce­ 
dure and preferred personalities. Let 
us forget the differences, and find 
new inspiration and new compensa­ 
tion in an united endeavor to restore 
the eountry. 
“The essential principles of Re­ 
publicanism are unchanged and un­ 
changing; the lofty intent, the inde­ 
structible soul and the undying spir­ 
it of Republicanism are as dominant 
today as in the destined beginning 
sixty years ago, or at any time dur­ 
ing the intervening years, and they 
are emphasized today by the proof 
recorded to Republican credit in the 
matchless 
chapters 
of American 
progress. 
Principles Are Abiding. 
“No political party ever has builded 
or ever can build permanently except 
in conscientious devotion to abiding 
principles. 
Time never alters a fun­ 
damental 
truth. 
Conditions 
do 
hange, popular interest is self-as­ 
serting, and “param ounting” has its 
nerils, as the Democratic party will 
iear witness, but the essentials of 
onstruetive 
government 
and 
a t­

from the states where equal suffrage 
has not been granted. 
At the head of the grand proees 
sion Miss Portia Willis, pretty New 
“York suffragist drove two huge ele 
phants. 
The 
elephants carried 
a 
heavy plank with the 
word 
“Suf 
frage” painted large upon it. 
A distinction was made in the pa­ 
rade 
between 
the twelve “free” 
states, (the eleven with full suffrage 
and Illinois with municipal and pres 
idential suffrage), and the 36 states

Lewis J. Rettger of the State Normal 
at Terre Haute urged them to con- 
tinue their work next year in a high 
.school and if possible obtain a 
college education. The 
auditorium 


was crowded for the educational day 
exercises. 


Dr. Rettger stated at the start of 


his address that a commencement is 
not made up of the music and 
the 


speaker, but of the hopes and fears 
of the parents and the aspirations 
of their teachers that they be a 
success in life. He said that the av- 
erage parent did not attend a com- 
mencement exercise to hear the ad- 
dress but to see their children. In a 
recent invitation to deliver' a class 
address he said the superintendent 
was kind enough to invite him to 
talk 30 minutes while the. audience 
lookedfat the class. "He was so 
truthful," "said Dr. Rettger, "that I 
: accepted the invitation. 


"I do not consider this an address 


to the graduates of the eighth grade, 
but rather a talk to tire future men 
and women of this community. These 
young'people will take their places 
in the life of this community or some 
other and if I can offer some advice, 
all well, and good. Or if the teach- 
ers have failed perhaps 
their les- 


son will be carried forward to the 
next generation. You know you can- 
not have a better school in your dis- 
trict than the patrons demand." 
" ' 


Continuing he said in part: "Some 


time ago a man wrote me asking 
what I considered the best disinfec- 
tant in the world. I wrote back and 
told him a college education. I would 
rather live in a town in which there 
•were 100 college graduates and no 
policeman than in a town of 100, 
policemen and no college graduates. 


I believe in preparedness, 
that 


question which you hear greatly dis- 
cussed these days. But I am for edu- 
cational preparedness first. When 
we have V61^60* preparedness we 
will be made up of educated men. I 
often wonder why men would deny 
their children an education simply to 
accumulate more land and more 
money. The money they leave to 
their sons, who often become worth- 
less largely through the fact 
that 


they have the money. It is better 
that we all go through the big uni- 
versity called 'the 
University of 


Hard Knocks' which has for its 
colors 'black and blue.' 


"In Indiana we have been through 


" four hard fights in the educational 
line. The first was some years ago 
to get the pupils to graduate from 
the eighth grade. The second was 
to get a compulsory education law 
and the third to get these pupils af- 
ter they had graduated from the 
eighth grade to go on to high school. 
The last fight is to get them into col- 
lege. All of these have been long 
and hard struggles. Many teachers 
have started^high schools when their 
patrons did not demand it but in the 
end succeed, because the patrons 
finally see the teachers are right."
